measure satisfied. Wlien the citi- 
zens feel that both the defendant 

and the State have had a fair and 
square deal from the jury,, there will 
be no trouble. So long as the courts 
are compelled to take on men who 
are not lit to serve as jurors there 
will occasionally crop out the mob 
spirit. The State does not exact 
great .sacrifices from Its citizens, 
when it asks them to serve as J^ror:^. 

It was a matter of satisfaction to 
hiru, Judge Stout said, that he had 
been informed by the Sheriff and 
County Attorney that conditions in 
Bourbon county, so far as violations 
of the law are concerned, are excel- 
lent. Of course, there arc some vi- 
olations of the law, but the general 
conditions are something to be 
proud of. It is a valuable asset to 
any community to have a reputation 
for peace and good order. 

At the conclusion of the Judge's 
charge the n^<~- ^-^rs of the Grand 
Jury returned to their rooms to be- 
gin their labor.^.
